I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
vSchool  Medical  Service  for  the  year  1934. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  medical  inspection  of  the 
scholars  has  been  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  in  1933,  and 
broadly  speaking  the  findings  have  been  substantially  the  same. 

The  condition  of  the  children  as  regards  Nutrition  has  been 
carefully  investigated  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  standard 
continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  last  term  of  the  year  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s 
Scheme  for  the  provision  of  Milk  for  school  children  at  the  special 
price  of  Jd.  per  third  of  a pint  was  put  into  operation  at  62  schools. 

I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  G.  R.  Painton  for  his 
assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  and  to  testify  to  the 
valuable  work  performed  by  all  my  colleagues  in  the  School  Medi- 
cal Service.

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GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

The  aggregate  resident  population  of  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts,  as  estimated  for  the  middle  of  1933  by  the  J^egistrar 
General  was  225,730.  The  Borough  of  Bedford,  with  a population 
of  40,750,  and  the  Borough  of  Luton,  with  a population  of  72,980, 
are  separate  Authorities  for  Elementary  Education  within  the 
administrative  County.  The  population  therefore,  for  which 
the  County  Education  Committee  provides  elementary  education 
is  112,000. 

On  the  31st  December,  19v34,  there  were  144  Elementary  School 
Departments  in  the  County  area,  83  being  Council  Schools  and 
61  Church  of  England  Schools. 

This  number  is  a reduction  of  two  on  the  previous  year  by  the 
transfer  of  Goldington  Council  School  to  the  Borough  of  Bedford, 
and  the  replacement,  in  January  1934,  of  the  Haynes  Junior 
Mixed  and  Infant  Schools  (Church  of  England)  by  a new  Council 
Junior  Mixed  School. 

The  number  of  children  on  the  Registers  of  the  144  school 
departments  on  31st  December,  1934,  was  14,168,  and  the  average 
attendance  for  the  year  1934  was  13,011. 

1 .  STAFF. 

The  staff  engaged  upon  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service 
remains  the  same  as  that  for  the  year  1933. 


2.  CO-ORDINATION  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL

Playgrounds . 

Most  of  the  Council  Schools  are  now  provided  with  tar  paved 
playgrounds  and  the  usual  maintenance  of  these  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year. 


Haynes — New  School. 

New  premises  have  been  erected  here  and  the  school  is  now 
conducted  under  excellent  conditions.  The  Classrooms  are  of  the 
semi-open  air  type  with  folding  windows  glazed  with  Vita  glass. 
The  solid  type  radiators  give  a radiant  heat  which  maintains  an 
even  temperature  throughout. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  comprise  a block  of  well  ventilated 
offices  of  the  earth-drying  type. 

The  grounds  are  spacious,  a part  of  these  is  laid  out  in  preparation 
for  tar- macadam  and  the  remainder  is  grass,  giving  very  pleasant 
surroundings  to  the  school. 


Water  Supply. 

Cople  School  has  now  been  provided  with  a piped  water  supply. 
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4.  MEDICAL  INSPECTION.

The  percentage  of  children  referred  for  treatment  during  the 
year  under  review  who,  at  the  end  of  1934,  had  received  the  requi- 
site treatment,  amounted  to  65.3  per  cent. 


Details  of  the  findings  at  medical  inspections  have,  as  usual,  been 
communicated  to  the  Head  Teachers  and  School  Nurses,  and  also 
to  the  parents  when  present  at  the  examination.  In  those  cases 
where  the  parents  were  absent  and  defects  were  found,  they  were 
notified  by  letter  of  the  nature  of  such  defects  and  the  recommenda- 
tions  of  the  School  Medical  Officers  as  to  treatment. 


Heights  and  Weights. 

The  average  Heights  and  W^eights  are  set  out  in  the  following 
Table.  ^ 
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The  figures  for  the  last  few  years  have  shewn  small  increases 
both  for  average  height  and  weight.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
figures  in  the  Table  for  this  year  shew  small  decreases,  with  the 
exception  of  the  5 and  12  years  age-groups  (boys).  Small 
increases  will  be  observed  in  the  weight  column  of  the  5 years 
group  and  in  both  height  and  weight  of  the  12  years  group.

Nutrition . 

As  mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1931  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  arrive  at  comparable  figures  on  the  subject 
of  Nutrition,  when  statistics  are  compiled  as  the  result  of  the 
findings  of  more  than  one  observer,  and  on  this  subject  Sir  George 
Newman,  in  1931,  stated  that  “ search  is  still  proceeding  for  a 
satisfactory  and  easily  applied  standard  by  which  we  can  assess 
the  nutrition  of  the  child.'’ 

On  31st  December,  1934,  the  Board  of  Education  issued  a 
Memorandum  on  the  subject  of  Statistical  Returns  relating  to 
Nutrition  and  stated  that  in  future  the  general  term  " Malnutri- 
tion ' ' should  no  longer  be  used  but  that  each  child  should  be  put 
into  one  of  the  four  following  categories,  with  regard  to 
Nutrition,  namely.  Excellent,  Normal,  Slightly  Sub-Normal, 
and  Bad.  I am  hopeful  that  as  a result  of  this  amplified 
classification  the  findings  in  the  coming  year  with  regard  to  the 
nutrition  of  children  will  be  of  more  value  than  in  the  past. 
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Care  has  been  taken  in  assessing  the  nutrition  of  the  children 
to  make  this  judgment  on  evidence  distinct  from  the  muscular 
development  and  physique  of  the  child.  It  is  the  considered 
opinion  of  the  School  Medical  Officers  that  the  general  nutritional 
standard  of  children  has  not  fallen  during  the  past  year  but  that 
the  progressive  improvement  noted  in  recent  years  continues. 

6.  FOLLOWING  UP. 

The  arrangements  for  the  following  up  of  cases  referred  for 
treatment  at  the  medical  inspections  have  been  carried  out,  during 
the  year  under  review,  as  heretofore,  the  general  method  employed 
being  to  utilise  the  services  of  the  District  Nurses  employed  by 
the  Bedfordshire  County  Nursing  Association  in  those  areas  where 
these  Nurses  are  available.  Otherwise  the  duties  of  following 
up  are  undertaken  by  the  County  Health  Visitors  acting  in  the 
capacity  of  School  Nurses. 

During  the  year  1934  the  number  of  home  visits  paid  by  the 
Council’s  Health  Visitors  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  in 
connection  with  the  School  Medical  Service  was  1609. 

7.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Uncleanliness. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  amongst  the  scholars  continues  to 
be  very  satisfactory.  The  total  number  of  children  examined 
during  the  year,  either  by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  School 
Nurses  or  Health  Visitors  was  11,545,  an  increase  of  445  on  the 
figure  for  1933. 

There  were  426  individual  cases  of  uncleanliness  discovered 
at  these  inspections,  compared  with  423  in  1933,  or  a percentage 
of  3.7  per  cent,  which  is  a reduction  of  0.1  per  cent  on  the  figure 
for  1933. 

Of  the  total  of  11,545  children  inspected,  2,673  were  examined 
by  the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  at  special  visits  to  the 
Schools  for  this  purpose,  the  Health  Visitors  paying  121  home- 
visits  in  consequence  of  such  examinations. 

Minor  Ailments. 

As  in  the  past,  all  cases  of  minor  ailments  revealed  by  medical 
inspection,  were  referred  to  their  own  doctor  for  the  necessary 
attention. 

Skin  Diseases. 

Skin  diseases  are  not  common  in  this  County,  only  2S  cases 
being  discovered  during  the  year  under  review.  These  were 
referred  for  treatment  either  at  a general  hospital  or  to  the  care  of 
private  practitioners. 
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Defective  Vision. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  found  to  be 
suffering  from  defective  vision,  viz.  312  compared  with  244  in  1933. 

During  the  year  245  children  were  examined  by  the  Council's 
Ophthalmic  Surgeons,  240  of  which  were  provided  with  spectacles. 
All  outstanding  cases  are  being  followed-up  with  a view  to  the 
necessary  attention  being  given. 

Reports  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeons  are  set  out  on  pp.  17 
and  18. 

External  Eye  Disease. 

During  the  period  under  review,  66  cases  of  external  eye  disease 
were  found  at  routine  and  special  inspections,  compared  with  36 
in  1933. 

This  increase  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  exceptionally  dry 
summer.  The  cases  however,  were  of  a mild  type  and  speedily 
recovered  under  treatment. 

Chronic  Tonsillitis  and  Adenoids. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  four  children  were  found  at  medical 
inspection  to  be  suffering  from  chronic  tonsillitis  and  adenoids, 
181  being  referred  for  treatment,  compared  with  177  in  1933. 

124  received  operative  treatment,  115  under  the  Authority's 
Scheme  and  9 under  arrangements  made  by  the  parents. 

Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing. 

Serious  impairment  of  hearing  was  found  in  seven  cases,  together 
with  one  case  of  otitis  media,  and  31  cases  of  minor  ear  defect. 

In  each  case  parents  were  informed  of  the  special  treatment 
available  in  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department  of  the  Bedford 
County  Hospital.  Where  necessary  free  out-patient  Letters  were 
provided  to  enable  them  to  receive  the  appropriate  treatment. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

The  Report  of  the  School  Dentists  on  page  19  indicates  that  the 
work  in  elementary  schools  varies  little  from  year  to  year. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  less  than  half  of  the  children  found  to 
be  in  need  of  Dental  Treatment  receive  this  treatment,  owing  to 
the  unwillingness  of  parents  either  to  allow  or  to  require  their 
children  to  receive  the  Dental  Treatment  recommended  by  the 
School  Dentists. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  impress  upon  parents  and  children 
the  importance  of  proper  care  of  the  teeth  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
repeated  reiteration  of  this  advice  will  in  the  course  of  time  have 
the  desired  result. 

Dental  Treatment  is  undoubtedly  an  important  branch  of 
preventive  medicine  and  its  beneficial  effects  will  be  manifested 
not  only  in  the  better  health  of  the  children  whilst  at  school  but 
throughout  the  whole  of  their  lives. 
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Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

All  cases  of  crippling  defect  on  the  Register  of  Exceptional 
children  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  have  been  re-examined 
at  the  visits  of  the  Medical  Officers  to  the  Schools,  with  a view  to 
determining  whether  or  not  any  further  treatment  can  profitably 
be  given. 

New  cases  requiring  either  examination  by  a specialist  or 
treatment  in  an  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  have  received  the  necessary 
attention.  Subject  to  the  consent  of  the  scholars’  usual  medical 
attendants,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  examination  of 
such  cases  at  the  Royal  National  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  London, 
and  elsewhere,  and  the  necessary  steps  taken  to  secure  for  the 
patients  whatever  treatment  may  have  been  recommended. 

Children  in  need  of  electrical  treatment,  massage  and  exercises 
were  referred  to  the  Bedford  County  Hospital,  where  a special 
department  has  been  recently  opened  for  such  cases. 

Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism. 

The  special  records  kept  with  regard  to  children  suffering  from 
Heart  Disease  show  that,  on  31st  December,  1934,  there  were  63 
such  children. 

All  these  children  are  kept  under  constant  observation,  the  Head 
Teachers  being  informed  of  those  in  need  of  special  care  and 
attention  with  regard  to  drill  and  all  forms  of  physical  exercises  at 
school.  These  steps  are  in  addition  to  the  advice  which  is  given 
to  the  parents  at  the  medical  inspections. 

Tuberculosis. 

All  cases  of  tuberculosis  or  suspected  tuberculosis  are  referred 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  unless  at  the  time  of  examination  they 
are  under  the  care  of  their  private  doctor. 

On  the  31st  December,  1933,  six  County  School  children  were 
under  treatment  in  the  County  Sanatorium.  During  the  year 
1934,  six  were  admitted  for  treatment  and  eight  discharged, 
leaving  four  under  treatment  on  the  31st  December,  1934. 

Children  suffering  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  sent 
to  special  institutions  for  the  necessary  in-patient  treatment. 

On  the  31st  December,  1933,  one  such  child  was  under  treatment , 
five  were  admitted  for  treatment,  and  four  discharged,  leaving 
two  under  treatment  on  the  31st  December,  1934. 

8.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Under  the  regulations  of  the  Education  Committee,  Head 
Teachers  are  required  to  notify  the  School  Medical  Officer  whenever 
a case  of  infectious  disease  occurs  in  school,  and  to  send  similar 
information  to  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Special 
Forms  are  provided  for  this  purpose,  the  information  asked  for 
being  such  as  will  enable  me  to  determine  the  nature  and  extent 
of  any  local  epidemic  amongst  the  school  children. 
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During  the  year  under  review  one  or  more  cases  of  infectious 
disease  arose  in  91  school  departments,  but  the  attendance  fell 
to  below  60%  in  only  25  schools,  compared  with  79  in  the  previous 
year, 

Biggleswade  Schools  were  particularly  free  from  infectious 
diseases,  the  only  cases  notified  being  20  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  occurring  at  the  Infants'  School  during  the  months  of 
November  and  December.

9.  PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

(a)  Dinner  Schemes. 

The  arrangements  in  force  for  mid-day  meals  for  scholars  neces- 
sarily remaining  at  school  during  the  luncheon  period  have  con- 
tinued during  the  past  year,  thus  enabling  the  scholars  to  have 
their  meals  under  supervision  in  comfortable  surroundings. 

There  are  now  fifteen  schools  in  the  County  where  mid-day 
meals  are  provided  by  the  Education  Committee  at  a charge  of 
Is.  per  head  for  five  meals  per  week.  During  1934  at  these  schools 
approximately  152,000  meals  were  served  to  853  children. 

The  facilities  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  hot  drinks  and  the 
warming  of  meals  brought  by  the  scholars  have  also  continued, 
the  teachers , as  in  the  past , taking  a great  personal  interest  in  the 
comfort  of  those  scholars  who  remain  at  school  for  their  mid-day 
meal. 

(b)  Milk  Schemes. 

The  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  milk 
for  school  children  at  ^d.  for  a third  of  a pint  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October,  1934. 

The  Scheme  provides  that  the  source  of  supply  and  the  quality 
of  the  milk  must  first  be  approved  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  after  consultation  with  the  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health, 
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In  giving  approval  to  the  source  of  supply  a standard  similar 
to  that  of  Grade  “A”  has  been  adopted. 

After  consultation  with  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
careful  investigation  as  to  the  conditions  under  which  the 

milk  is  produced  and  the  examination  of  samples  of  milk,  I have 
approved  the  proposed  source  of  milk  supply  in  respect  of  62 
Elementary  Schools  in  the  County.  Particulars  are  as  follows  : —

The  total  number  of  children  participating  in  the  Scheme  in 
the  62  Schools  above  referred  to  is  4805. 

In  46  Schools  the  milk  is  heated  before  being  consumed. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Scheme  has  not  been  in  operation 
for  a sufficient  length  of  time  for  me  to  make  any  useful  observations 
as  to  its  results.  I hope  that  the  Scheme  will  be  extended  during 
this  year  to  those  schools  where  provision  is  not  made  for  the 
supply  of  milk  to  the  children. 

Records  are  being  made  of  the  schools  concerned  and  the  findings 
will  be  dealt  with  in  my  next  Report. 

10.  CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS  AND 
SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

The  interest  of  parents  in  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service 
continues  to  be  very  keen,  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report 
that  more  than  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  parents  were  present  at  the 
medical  inspection  of  their  children. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I have  once  more  to  place  on  record  the 
large  amount  of  voluntary  work  performed  by  the  Teachers  in 
this  County,  which  largely  contributes  towards  the  smooth  running 
of  this  important  Health  Service.  Much  of  the  good  results  and 
benehts  accruing  to  the  scholars  from  their  medical  inspection  and 
treatment  could  not  possibly  be  attained  without  the  willing  help 
which  our  Teachers  give. 

The  School  Attendance  Officers  continue  to  work  in  co-operation 
with  the  Staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service,  with  mutual  advantage 
to  both  of  these  branches  of  the  Education  Committee’s  work. 
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11.  BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC 

CHILDREN. 

All  exceptional  and  defective  children  requiring  institutional 
and  other  treatment  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year,  lii 
addition  a number  of  physically  defective  children  have  been  sent 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Royal  National  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  in  London  for  examination  and  treatment.  The  following 
table  shows  the  extent  of  residential  treatment  afforded  to 
Elementary  School  children  during  the  year  1934  :

12.  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

I.  Medical  Inspection.

All  the  schools  marked  with  an  asterisk  are  visited  at  least 
gnce  a year  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  routine  and  special 
inspections.  The  pupils  attending  the  Luton  High  School  and  the 
girls  of  the  Cedars  School,  Leighton  Buzzard  are  examined  bv 
a lady  Medical  Officer. 

All  scholars  in  attendance  are  fully  examined  as  soon  as  possible 
after  admission  to  the  school,  and  subsequent  examinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  ages  of  12  and  15  years, 
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II.  Following-up  and  Medical  Treatment. 

As  in  the  case  of  elementary  school  children,  notices  are  sent 
to  parents  of  secondary  school  pupils  of  intended  medical  examina- 
tions at  which  they  are  invited  to  be  present , and  I am  pleased  to 
be  able  to  report  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  parents  have  availed 
themselves  of  this  offer. 

The  following-up  of  the  defects  referred  for  treatment  has 
again  been  carried  out  by  means  of  reports  obtained  from  the  Head 
masters  of  the  schools,  each  of  whom,  after  a medical  inspection 
has  taken  place,  is  supplied  with  details  of  those  pupils  referred 
for  treatment. 

As  in  former  years,  the  majority  of  the  defects  revealed  by 
medical  inspection  were  defects  of  vision  and  dental  caries. 

During  the  past  year  it  was  found  possible  to  put  into  operation 
the  Scheme  of  Medical  Treatment  of  scholars  attending  the  Council’s 
Secondary  Schools  at  Leighton  Buzzard  and  Luton. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  was  carried  out  at  the  Cedars 
School,  Leighton  Buzzard  and  similar  work  is  now  proceeding 
at  the  Luton  Schools. 

With  regard  to  the  treatment  of  defective  vision  and  chronic 
tonsillitis  and  adenoids,  the  parents  of  all  children  found  to  be 
suffering  from  these  defects  were  informed  by  letter  of  such  defects 
and  of  the  arrangements  available  for  their  treatment. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  IV  (Group  II)  on  page  35  that  23 
children  were  examined  by  the  Oculist  and  22  provided  with 
suitable  spectacles  under  the  Committee’s  Scheme. 


13.  PARENTS’  PAYMENTS. 

Full  details  with  regard  to  Parents’  payments  towards  Medical 
treatment  were  set  out  on  pages  14  and  15  of  my  Annual  Report 
for  1933,  similar  methods  obtaining  during  the  year  1934. 


1 4 . MISCELLANEOUS . 

(a)  Employment  of  Children. 

Two  hundred  and  six  children  were  examined  under  the  Bye- , 
laws  regulating  the  employment  of  children.  Each  child  was 
medically  examined  as  to  fitness  for  work,  and  details  as  to  the 
days  and  hours  of  employment  and  exact  nature  of  the  proposed 
work  were  obtained  with  regard  to  each  child.  In  205  cases  the 
health  of  the  children  and  the  proposed  conditions  of  labour 
were  satisfactory  and  the  necessary  certificates  given.  In  one 
case,  however,  a certificate  was  not  granted. 
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(b)  Examination  of  Junior  County  Scholars. 

During  the  year  all  candidates  for  Junior  County  Scholarships 
have  been  examined.  The  defects  found  are  shown  in  the  table 
below  :

15.  TREATMENT  OF  DEFECTIVE  VISION. 

Dr.  G.  Harvey  Goldsmith,  part-time  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  for  the 
Northern  half  of  the  County  has  drawn  up  the  following  statement 
for  the  purpose  of  this  report  : — 

During  the  period  1st  January,  1934  to  31st  December  1934, 
134  new  cases  were  examined  with  the  following  results  : — 

Hypermetropia  of  low  degree,  sometimes  with

In  three  cases  the  refractive  error  was  too  slight  to  warrant  the 
prescribing  of  glasses.  It  will  be  seen  that  moderate  degrees  of 
hypermetropia  are  the  commonest  abnormality  and  a large  number 
of  children  will  lose  this  defect  as  they  grow  and  be  able  to  dis- 
pense with  their  corrections  when  they  use  their  sight  less  for  close 
work. 

There  are  15  cases  of  very  high  hypermetropia  who  will  never  be 
able  to  see  without  glasses  : the  same  applies  to  the  31  cases  of 
myopia  and  to  the  18  cases  of  astigmatism,  hypermetropic  or 
myopic,  and  also  to  the  18  cases  that  I have  classified  “ bad 
mixed  astigmatism.’' 
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The  cases  will  recjuire  a change  in  their  lenses  from  time  to  time. 
Apart  from  these  errors  of  refraction,  cases  of  eye  disease  are  few 
and  far  between — they  no  doubt  attend  the  Hospital  Clinics. 

One  encouraging  feature  of  the  work  is  the  interest  taken  by  the 
parents  in  their  children ’s  condition.  In  certain  cases  it  is  essential 
to  make  the  examination  under  atropine  and  this  additional 
trouble  and  expense  is  hardly  ever  grudged.  Parents  are  very 
grateful  for  the  Service  and  regret  that  there  were  no  such  oppo- 
tunities  when  they  were  themselves  at  school.  They  are  always 
informed  if  it  is  likely  that  the  children  may  require  re-examination 
after  they  leave  school. 


Dr.  John  Wood,  part-time  Ophthalmic  Sitrgeon  for  the  Southern 
half  of  the  County , has  drawn  up  the  following  statement  for  the 
purpose  of  this  Report  : — 

Of  the  total  number  of  elementary  and  secondary  school  children 
in  the  South  Beds,  area  referred  for  special  examination  of  the 
eyes  7 were  suffering  from  the  effects  of  actual  eye  disease  either 
past  or  present,  1 being  the  after  effect  of  severe  bilateral  inter- 
stitial keratitis,  1 a corneal  opacity  in  one  eye  following  ulceration 
during  infancy,  and  5 being  cases  of  high  myopia  (over  5 dioptres 
in  both  eyes). 

The  remaining  cases  were  all  refractive  errors  or  conditions 
arising  from,  or  associated  with,  refractive  errors. 

Of  these  the  numbers  are  given  below . In  all  cases  but  two , glasses 
have  either  been  prescribed  or  their  old  glasses  have  been  found 
to  be  correct.  The  two  cases  referred  to  both  complained  of  symp- 
toms of  eyestrain  but  nothing  abnormal  was  found  in  their  eyes. 
They  were  referred  to  their  own  medical  adviser  for  a general

The  conclusions  are  (1)  that  the  number  of  children  suffering 
from  actual  eye  disease  is  small,  only  one  being  severely  handi- 
capped by  it  at  the  moment. 

(2)  that  of  refractive  errors  the  largest  number  appear  to  be 
myopia,  progressive  or  otherwise.  However  it  should  be  realized 
that  many  children  with  hypermetria  are  not  referred  for  an 
ophthalmologist’s  examination  as  they  complain  of  no  symptoms 
and  are  able  to  see  well  owing  to  overdevelopment  of  their  focussing 
muscle. 

(3)  that  of  the  total  number  of  concomitant  squints  about  half 
should  be  expected  to  straighten  by  the  time  the  child  is  14  years 
of  age.  The  remainder  may  be  straightened  by  operation  after 
that  age  if  desired.

16.  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTISTS. 

We  have  the  honour  to  present  our  annual  report  for  the  year 

1934. 

Following  the  practice  of  last  year,  details  of  inspection  and 
treatment  have  not  been  elaborated  in  this  report  but  a reference 
to  the  figures  in  Tables  IV,  Group  V,  on  pp.  30  and  36,  and 
comparison  with  similar  tables  for  the  last  two  or  three  years 
show  that  the  amount  of  work  completed  each  year  is  fairly 
constant. 

During  the  year,  however,  one  notable  advance  was  made. 
All  the  provided  Secondary  Schools  were  brought  within  the  scope 
of  the  dental  scheme  for  systematic  Inspection  and  Treatment. 
The  procedure  varies  but  little  from  that  adopted  in  the  elementary 
schools,  except  that  the  parents  of  children  are  asked  to  give  their 
consent  for  the  inspection,  and  subsequently,  treatment  if  necessary 
and  not  for  treatment  only  as  in  the  case  of  the  elementary  children. 
This  is  a wise  move  since  many  of  the  children  attending  Secondary 
Schools  receive  regular  inspection  and  treatment  at  the  hands  of 
private  dentists  (this  not  being  the  general  rule  among 
Elementary  School  children)  and  it  is  no  part  of  our  intention 
to  encroach  upon  or  take  away  the  work  of  the  private  dental 
surgeon. 

In  the  case,  however,  in  the  Secondary  School  that  has  already 
been  visited,  of  those  parents  who  elected  to  have  their  children 
inspected  by  us,  nearly  80%  accepted  the  treatment  (if  found 
necessary)  as  well.  So  far  the  Cedars  School,  Leighton  Buzzard 
has  been  visited  for  Inspection  and  Treatment,  and  the  remaining 
• Secondary  Schools  in  the  County  will  be  similarly  visited  early 
in  the  New  Year. 

In  concluding  this  report  we  wish  again  to  thank  the  teachers 
for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation.
